Pir Sayyid Fazlullah Shah Rashdi (25), also 
known as “Pir Saeen Pak Shaheed* and 
*Sahib al-Alam al-Thani*, was the Pir of 
Jhanda II and the eldest son of Pir Sayyid 
Muhammad Yasin Shah Rashdi I (25). 


After the death of his father in 1275 AH, Pir 
Sayyid Fazlullah Shah Rashdi (z5) assumed 
the role of Sajjada Nashin (spiritual leader) 

as the Pir of Jhanda II. He dedicated his life 
to guiding his community towards the path 

of Tawheed, free from Shirk and Bid'ah. 


Due to family disputes, Pir Saeen Pak 
Shaheed had to relocate. He moved from 
Thula Sharif, Larkana, to a village near New 
Saeedabad, which later became known as 
Abreja. 


Later on, Makhdoom Ghulam Muhammad 
(25) provided land where Pir Saeen Pak 
Shaheed established a new village, which 
came to be known as Gowth Fadhalullah 
Shah Rashdi. This village eventually became 
known as Pir Jhando. 


**k Martyrdom Incident:** 


Unfortunately, in 1287 AH, while visiting his 
followers in a village in Shahdadpur Tehsil, 
he was attacked by extremists from the Hur 
community due to a family feud or 
misunderstanding. He was assassinated 
while performing ablution (Wudhu), and his 


injuries were severe. At the age of 45, he 
succumbed to his wounds. His body was 
brought back to Pir Jhando village, where he 
was laid to rest. This tragic incident sent 
shockwaves throughout Sindh. 


Following this incident, legal disputes arose, 
but Pir Sayyid Rasheeduddin Rashdi (z3) 
chose not to pursue the case, and the matter 
was resolved between family members. 


After his martyrdom, Pir Siddigue-ul-Rasoul 
Shah Rashdi was in line to assume the 
Sajadah Nashini. Once the turban was 
placed on his head, he took it off and gave it 
to his younger brother, Pir Rasheeduddin 
Shah Rashdi, saying, || am not worthy of it as 
my younger brother Sayyid Rasheeduddin is 
more qualified and worthy to be the next 
Sajadah Nashin. Consequently, his brother, 
Sayyid Rasheeduddin Rashdi (25), became 
the third Sajjada Nashin as the Pir of Jhanda 
II. 


Pir Sayyid Fazlullah Shah Rashdi (z3) did not 
have any sons, only a daughter, who was 
married to his nephew, Sayyid Rushdullah 
Shah Rashdi. She was the mother of Pir 
Sayyid Insanullah Shah Rashdi. 


The succession of the Pir of Jhanda line is 
as follows: 


1. “Pir Sayyid Muhammad Yasin Shah 


Rashdi I** — *Sahib al-Alam al-Awwal* (Pir of 
Jhanda l) 

2. **Pir Sayyid Fazlullah Shah Rashdi** [Pir 
Saeen Pak Shaheed] - “Sahib al-Alam 
al-Thani* (Pir of Jhanda II) 

3. **Pir Sayyid Rasheeduddin Shah Rashdi** 
(Pir Saeen Bayt Wale) - *Sahib al-Alam 
al-Thaliths (Pir of Jhanda III) 

4. **Pir Sayyid Rushdullah Shah Rashdi** (Pir 
Saeen Khilafat Wale) - “Sahib al-Alam 
al-Rabi'" (Pir of Jhanda IV) 

5. **Pir Sayyid Ihsanullah Shah Rashdi** (Pir 
Saeen Sunnat Wale) - “Sahib al-Alam 
al-Khamis* (Pir of Jhanda V) 

6. **Pir Sayyid Mahbubullah Shah Rashdi** 
(Pir Saeen Ilim Wale) - “Sahib al-Alam 
al-Sadis* (Pir of Jhanda VI) 

7. **Pir Sayyid Muhammad Yasin Shah 
Rashdi II** (Pir Saeen Dada Saen) - *Sahib 
al-Alam al-Sabi" (Pir of Jhanda VII)
